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PINE LAKE TORNADO DISASTER

Lake Campground southwest of 
Red Deer, AB. LdSH(RC) was the 
Immediate Response Unit (IRU) for © 
LFWA that was called upon to = 
respond to this force of nature that © 
produced 12 dead and 28 severely ™*™ 
injured. ee 
On 15 July, Maintenance Troop 
was called upon to deploy a B Veh 
MRT, consisting of MCp! Mark Porter 
and Cpl Mike Patey, and a wrecker 
consisting of MCpl Brian Duport and 
Cpl Michael Stephenson. Maint Tp 
also deployed PO2 Aumais, I/C 
SPSS, and four others to search for 
missing victims. 

On this mission to Pine Lake, 
MCpl Porter, being the 2 I/C of the 
roadmove andAdmin Troop quickly demonstrated his leadership 
skills by organizing a road party, which consisted of 
approximately 12 vehicles with 30 
personnel to deploy from Edmonton 
to Pine Lake, a distance of 260 km. 

Upon arrival at the Pine Lake © 
disaster, at 2100 hrs the night 
following the tornado, a quick 
maintenance check of the vehicles 
was performed, only to discover that 
one MLVW had its batteries 
overheating and a second MLVW had 
no park brake at all. The maintainers 
then proceeded to return to the Red 
Deer Militia Armouries at about 2330 
hrs to where they went to work and all required parts were 
ordered from Edmonton. 

By 1200 hrs the next day the maintainers had the fleet of 
vehicles back up to an operational state and began to aid the civil 
authorities with whatever assistance that could be provided. 
Because a lot of debris was scattered around, it was virtually 
impossible for a normal vehicle to come and go, so the RCMP 
decided to try to use existing golf carts from the campground as 


| n the evening of 14 July a tornado touched down at the Pine 








emergency runners. It then became the maintainer's task to put 


to practice the "EME Corps 
Characteristics" which our Branch 
-. has always been famous for and was 
“8 able to make 3 runners out of the 5 
destroyed carts. They also repaired 
the civilian generator that was being 
. used by the RCMP to power their 
operation with the expediency that is 
required in an emergency of this 
magnitude. When not employed in 
repairing vehicles and ancillary 
equipment, they aided the 
authorities with the pick up, loading 
and unloading of emergency food 
and supplies to those who lives were 
devastated by this disaster. To top 
things off, on the morning that the 
MRTs were to be deployed back to 
Edmonton, a water trailer severed its electrical umbilical cord 
and again we were put to task as we did not have a spare one on 
hand. After some splicing, soldering 
and again being down right creative, 
the maintainers accomplished the 
goal of putting the two pieces back 
together and thus ensuring the lights 
were operational for the return 
roadmove home. 

By all accounts all the members 
of Maint Tp who deployed performed 
_ their tasks in a professional manner 
earning high praise from the 
deployed command element. This 
deployment's success can be partly 
credited to experience gained during all the other deployments 
that this unit has supported in the last year, such as OP KINETIC, 
KINETIC PLUS, OP ABACUS, OP PALLADIUM ROTO 6, 6 Plus 
and 7. This deployment shows that the current EME soldier- 
technicians still possess the "Esprit de Corps" and capability of 
doing a difficult job under dirty, dangerous conditions - and doing 
itwell.

THE MAINTENANCE PLATOON OF 1 R22°R 
VISITS GM IN LONDON, ONTARIO

he Maintenance Platoon of 1 R22°R and a few members of 

the 5 RALC and the 2 R22°R at Valcartier visited Diesel 

Division, General Motors' (DDGM) Light Armoured Vehicle 
(LAV Ill) assembly line factory in London, Ontario, on 21 and 22 
September 2000. This professional development visit went very 
well, despite the visitors’ long drive. Fortunately, the trip was 
made in a tour bus: the 32 hours on the road in two days would 
certainly have seemed longer in a school bus! We were given a 
warm welcome at the plant by our military delegate, Major 
Jeronimus, EME liaison officer attached to GM for the duration of 
the assembly project. 

The visit consisted of two parts: the first was a tour of the 
LAV Ill combat vehicle assembly line; and the second, a tour of 
the locomotive assembly line. Although the technicians there 
were more concerned with the first part, both visits proved 
equally interesting. You will understand this point of view with 
the impending arrival of the LAV at 1 R22°R. 

Let us first give a general view of the LAV assembly line. 
The assembly of the vehicle begins with the laser-cutting of a 
metal plate, which gives the LAV its basic shape, and it ends with 
touch-ups on the paint job and a final inspection for quality 
assurance. It would be impossible to list all the hundreds of 
steps included in the assembly of the vehicle. That said, it was 
interesting to see just how much manual labour is still involved in 
assembling such a sophisticated machine, even though a major 


part of the work is automated. The technicians were also 
impressed by the importance of safety at GM. It is clear that all 
levels of the company reap big benefits from strictly enforcing 
safety regulations. 

It was only out of curiosity that we took the tour of the 
locomotive assembly line. The huge amount of metal used in 
building a locomotive is quite impressive. For instance, the base 
is a 20-metre-long sheet of metal about 10 cm thick, which 
undergoes an incredible strain in order to support the weight of 
the massive motor and frame. Did you know that there are no 
international standards regarding the width of railways? 
Customer service being a top priority for GM, the company 
custom-builds locomotives to fit any specifications! 

In short, all participants clearly felt privileged to be there and 
seemed quite at home in the technical environment. GM 
personnel answered a multitude of questions which they 
seemed to appreciate. They also seemed pleased with the 
comments from Valcartier personnel. We are very grateful to 
GM for its hospitality, and we will fondly remember our visit for 
years to come. It made us aware of the stupendous amount of 
logistics involved in all levels of such a large-scale production. 
Allin all, despite the 32 hours on the road, the CF members from 
Valcartier appreciated this highly informative visit. 


THE RCEME ASSOCIATION PADRE

This article - the first in a series about the men and women who have continued to play an active roll in the extended EME family upon 
retirement from the Forces - is about Reverend Don Chisholm, the current RCEME Association Padre. It is based on an interview we 


adre Don was born in September 

1935, in St. John, NB. His father, 

Frank, was a wartime 
RCOC(E)/RCEME Gun Artificer who 
worked on coastal Artillery guns. After 
the war, he remained in uniform and 
was posted with his family to London, 
Ontario where Don enrolled in a Motor 
Mechanic's course as part of his high 
school education. 

In 1951 the Chisholm family was 
posted to Halifax and, a few months 
later, to St. John. Don changed schools 
three times in one year. He couldn't find 
a satisfactory technical program so he 
joined the Army in December 1952 at 
the age of 17, was assigned to RCEME 
for training as a Vehicle Mechanic 
(tracked) and left for the RCEME 
School. 

Craftsman Don's first posting was 
with the 201 Workshop, RCEME in St 
John, N.B. In 1954 he was posted to 4 
RCHA in Camp Utopia, N.B. When the 
unit was designated for service in 
Germany Craftman Don (now 19 and 
married) was rejected as too young and 
was posted back to the workshop. The 
move must have aged him rapidly, as he 
was deemed suitable for a one-year 
unaccompanied tour to Egypt. On 
returning to Canada he was posted to 
the 2 RCR in London, Ontario where he 
repaired vehicles, jumped with the 
battalion airborne section, and 
conducted Motorcycle Dispatch Rider 
training. 

Posted to Gagetown, he served 
with the RCD and, on promotion to 
Corporal, with 3 Experimental Service 
Battalion. In spite of several short-term 
deployments he passed his Pre- 
Artificer tests and was posted to the 
RCEME School for Artificer training. 
After graduating as a Corporal qualified 
Vehicle Artificer, he remained at the 
School as an instructor on the 
Centurion, M109 and M578. Corporal 
Don was a very effective instructor and 
was promoted to Sergeant and Warrant 
Officer. 

Posted next to Ottawa as a Test 
Warrant at LETE he helped evaluate the 
British Scorpion as a replacement for 
the ageing Centurion tank. His report 
helped convince the Director of Armour 
that the Scorpion was not what the Army 
required. Upon on promotion to Master 
Warrant Officer he served as an

Engineering Officer and then became 
anLCMM. 

Posted to Canadian Forces Europe 
he became the Maintenance Company 
CSM in 4 Service Battalion and ended 
his military career with a two-year stint 
with the Battalion's first-line 
Maintenance Platoon. 

Those who did not know Don well 
were probably somewhat surprised by 
his decision to become a minister. In 
fact the transition was a_ natural 
progression from a lifelong involvement 
with the church. Don had always been 
an active member of every 
congregation he joined. He had 
completed several church-related 
courses while he was a serving soldier. 
His potential was enough to earn a 
recommendation for acceptance as a 
mature student at Queens University 
from three former Queens graduates. 
Their collective word helped carry the 
day so the Sergeant-Major hung up his 
uniform in 1982 and headed off to 
summer school and a four year Masters 
program in theology. Throughout all of 
this his wife, Helen, was a great help by 
working and supporting him through his 
studies. She also studied, discussed 
and debated with Don throughout his 
university training and then typed his 
assignments for him. She left Kingston 
with the same level of knowledge as her 
husband but without the parchment. 

The former Sergeant-Major was 
ordained as a minister and left for 


Eastern Ontario to minister to the needs 
of three small congregations and a Drug 
& Alcohol Treatment Centre. He now 
serves as the resident Chaplain at the 
Brockville Jail. Helen has taken an 
active part in Don's ministry and often 
conducted church services, when he 
was administering to bereaved families, 
in one of his three parishes. She does 
not take part in Don’s prison ministry but 
is still actively involved with the United 
Church. She is an executive member of 
the General Council of United Church of 
Canada. She also sits on the Queens 
University Theological College Board of 
Management. 

Don has been actively involved 
with the RCEME Association since 
1982. He assisted the former 
Association Padre for four years and 
replaced him in 1986. He has also 
served two terms as President of the 
Association and is currently a member 
of the Board of Directors. 

The Chisholm team of Don and 
Helen is very much in evidence in all 
Association functions. Helen's father, 
John Greenwood, served overseas with 
RCOC(E) and RCEME during World 
War Two. She has ably described the 
difficulties faced by wartime families 
who had loved ones overseas for the 
duration. At the Association's reunion 
service in 1994 she provided an insight 
into the difficulties faced by Service 
Wives in the post-war Army. Don and 
Helen were instrumental in introducing 
the laying of a wreath in remembrance 
of sweethearts and wives at the annual 
RCEME Reunion Memorial Service. at 
the RCEME Memorial Gates. 
Whenever called upon, both administer 
to the spiritual needs of RCEME family 
members. 

Don and Helen are a valuable 
asset to the Association and to the 
Branch. We hope that they will be able 
to continue their good work for many 
more years. 





"THE CFSEME ARTE ET MARTE JEEP”

he CFSEME "Arte et Marte" M-38 JEEP is a ceremonial 

jeep; one of which a handful of EME Technicians can 

dismantle and reassemble in a matter of minutes. With 
one or two modifications, the display team members drive on 
parade and remove the steering wheel, tires, seats, axles, 
engine, body and more. Once this is accomplished, the team 
then reassembles the jeep in record time. 

Well, the years of abuse at the hands of all those team 
members had taken its toll. The Jeep was in dire need of 
repairs. The Vehicle Techs once again called upon the powers 
of the Materials Techs to bail them out of yet another vehicle 
casualty repair. Sgt Vecchiola from Mat PI/ Refinishing Sect, 
felt that his fearless Mat Tech course 9902 (last course of the 
millennium) were up to the challenge. 

The first step in any refinishing operation is to determine 
how severe the damage is and this jeep had plenty. There 
were cracks in the steel, rust surfacing from the finish, cracked 





body fill and more chips in the paint than Kellogg's got 
Cornflakes. Next came the painstaking process of paint 
removal from the damaged areas. Now | grew up in 
Newfoundland where baking soda was used for many things 
like; to settle an upset stomach, brushing your teeth, baking, 
keeping your fridge smelling good, as an abrasive cleaner 
and much more, but this is the first time I've ever seen it used 
for paint removal. It is used in the same manner as sand 
blasting but we used baking soda because it is 
environmentally friendly and let me tell you it would peel the 
freckles off your backside. 

After the paint was removed the repair process began. 
Cpl (make it heavier) Symons added some reinforcement to 
help contain the weight of the display team. Cpls (learned 
how to whisper in a sawmill) Turmel, (Mowgli) Dow, (MIR) 
Fillier, (curtains) Milliard, (FF) Stymiest, (Junk boy) Hedges, 
and | used the knowledge we had stolen from MCpl Lalonde 
to hammer out the dents (such sweet, sweet music). The next 
step was to apply body fills and then featheredge the repaired 
areas smooth again. MCpl Smith then took us by the hand 
and taught us the fine art of scuffing. For all you Newfies out 
there, this kind of scuffing is not dancing. No sir, this kind of 
scuffing was an attempt by MCpl Smith to wear down our 
fingertips to the first knuckle with sandpaper. We started out 
with a #1 grit and worked our way up to # 320 grit while not 
skipping agritin between, or soit seemed. 

With the scuff sanding seemingly behind us (finally), 
MCpl Alain took us under his wing to share his expertise in 
painting. Before the paint started flying however, the jeep had 
to be cleaned with a wax & grease remover. With this out of 
the way, it was now time to load up the HVLP paint guns with 





primer for its first layer of protection. After the primer coat was 
applied, we had to follow it up with a primer surfacer. This is a 
layer designed to fill sanding scratches and other minor 
imperfections (lots of them). More scuff sanding and a second 
coat of primer surfacer followed. Once the last of the final 
scuffing was completed, we washed it down with a Final Wash 
solution, and gave it a total rub down with tack rags to remove 
any minute particles. Now, all that was left was the color coat. 
As Stymie and | prepared everything for the color coat, we 
knew that this was a high profile job and we could not afford 
even the slightest of sags in the finish, not to mention the other 
six course members would never let us live it down. With a few 
butterflies in our stomachs and hearts racing like wild horses 
we started to apply the paint. After just a few minutes of 
painting, everything relaxed; the paint stayed put as we 
applied it and before we knew it the job was done with a 
fabulous result. The next day Ollie Turmel and Mowgli Dow 
went into the paint booth and did the intricate things like; the 
grill, wheels, lights, etc., while (curtains) Milliard finished it all 
up by painting the hood. 

Allthatis left to do is put that baby back together and send 
her back to our allied technicians and prove to them once 





again that Material Techs are the center limb of the EME 
branch. 


THE EME ASSOCIATION CORNER

Chapters and EME reserve units were well represented 

at the last AGM of the EME Association. The event 
provided a forum for professional discussions, socializing and 
renewal of friendships. This year the EME reserve held center 
stage during the gathering. In particular, the unit reports helped 
to define the common EME issues that are plaguing them. Many 
of them were not new but the years of inaction while awaiting 
decisions on the restructure of the reserves has had a 
compounding effect. The three key issues discussed were: 


Ae General Meeting (AGM) - October 2000. 


a. A lack of EME positions in the new Army Reserve 
Establishment (ARE); 

b. Widely different Service Support organization in Areas; 
and 

c. A lack of training days and resources to permit EME 
reservists to conduct their OJT.

Following the AGM, these three issues were detailed in a 
letter addressed to LGen Jeffery, Chief of the Land Staff (CLS). 
The submission has helped focus discussions and actions on the 
problems. Since then the Army Commander, in a message to the 
Areas, directed that the implementation of reduction of EME 
positions that is part of the newARE be deferred until completion 
of a review of the rationale for the ARE. As you know CSS units 
do not currently have operational roles or tasks but the Army staff 
is actively working to correct this situation. | am also aware that 
there have been meetings and serious discussions on 
rationalizing the Service Support organization in Areas. At the 
same time DGLEPM is undertaking a study that will specifically 
address EME reserve issues. The study is aimed at finding 
common ground for implementing Army-wide solutions on EME 
reserve problems. All this is encouraging but in the end it must 
yield results. 


ALifetime of Services 


At the closing mess dinner, Maj Doug Ferguson was 
honored for his lifelong services to the Association. Born early in 
the last century, Maj Ferguson served the Association in one 
capacity or another, including three years as President (1968- 
1971), since its creation in 1945 until 1999. This represents 54 
years of devoted service. All present expressed their gratitude 
with a well-deserved standing ovation. The Association wishes 


Maj Ferguson good health and happy re-retirement. 
New Canadian War Museum 


The new Canadian War Museum project was discussed at 
the AGM. The Association voted to provide financial support to 
the fund raising campaign "Passing the Torch". In a similar vein, 
the National Capital Region chapter is looking at helping the War 
Museum with the refurbishment of its equipment. These 
activities represent meaningful contributions by EME personnel 
to preserve an important part of Canada's heritage. 


Vimy Award 


The Vimy Award is presented annually to a Canadian who 
distinguished himself/herself in the field of Canadian defence 
and security and the preservation of Canada's democratic 
values. The year 2000 Award was presented to the Honorable 
Barnett J. Danson, PC, OC, LLD, OM (Fr) at a gala dinner held in 
the Chateau Laurier in Ottawa last November. Mr. Danson 
served as a soldier of the Queen's Own Rifles of Canada during 
WW II and went on to serve as Minister of National Defence in 
1976. A large EME contingent was present at this memorable 
event by my counta total of ten serving or retired EME members 
(and spouses) attended.

THE COMMANDER'S INTENT FOR THE OP 
NIJMEGEN 2000

he Nijmegen Marches have been in existence since 1910. 

The Dutch Army was concerned with the core military 

virtues, leadership, stamina, and teamwork. These are as 
valid in today's world of highly mechanized and technologically 
advanced warfare, e.g. the recent battlefields in the Balkans, as 
they were in the days of cavalry and bayonets. My intent for OP 
NIJMEGEN 2000 is to focus on what the Dutch Army had in mind 
when it created this event. 

Leadership is tested during Nijmegen, both during the 
march itself, and in the months leading up to it. Generations of 
soldiers have chafed at the boredom and fatigue which 
accompanies long distance marching; it takes sustained and 
inspired leadership to motivate tired and hurting troops to 
continue on when all they want to do is stop and rest. More 
importantly, leadership is required of everyone on the team. 
There will be times when helping somebody with his or her 
blisters or bringing water to your buddy will make all the 
difference to the team. This is "leadership from the ranks". The 
very best teams are those where everyone realizes that he or 
she can and should contribute to achieving the objective. 





Stamina is an area, which, unfortunately, has been 
misunderstood in recent years. Some think that stamina is found 
in the weight-room. In my experience, soldiers who think that 
way end up both sore and baffled by the third day of the march. 
The only way to train for long distance marching is by marching 
long distances! This may sound overly simplistic - but it's true. 
Warm up and cooling down exercises are valuable and some 
light weight-training breaks the monotony but what anyone who 
is serious about marching Nijmegen should do is get out on the 
road and start putting on the kilometers. There is no easy way, 
nor are there any short cuts. The teams which perform the best 
are those that train the hardest - and put on the most kilometers. 


Teamwork is closely connected to leadership. It can also be 

described as "followership" and is really the first step to good 
leadership. A marching team works best when everyone looks out 
for each other. Intelligent anticipation of problems with feet, water 
etc, makes the day go much faster. A good team does things almost 
automatically. If a marcher starts to falter due to the heat, two others 
are right there with water bottles while another warns the team 
captain to cut the pace. Everyone reacts quickly and either helps 
sort out the problem or stays out of the way if there are already 
enough hands at work. In contrast, there are so-called teams where 
everyone is out for himself or herself, and who cares about the rest! 
These are the teams which disintegrate on the second or third day, 
usually leaving their slower members behind to fend for themselves. 
Fortunately they have not been the models for Canadian teams. 
In summary, | expect Canada to be represented by well-led teams 
displaying the results of good hard training and exhibiting that sense 
of teamwork, which has always been the strong point of our Forces. 
We are the favourites of the Dutch people at Nijmegen not only for 
the sacrifices made by our forefathers in the liberation of Holland in 
1944 - 1945, but also for the determination, stamina, and esprit de 
corps exhibited by our marchers. | am sure that you will measure up 
to both the challenge and the excellent reputation we have 
established at Nijmegen over the years.

EME IN THE 21° CENTURY

aving been the British exchange 

officer in CFSEME for the past 

two and a half years, | would like 
to take the opportunity to offer some 
recommendations for the future training 
of technicians within the Branch. With 
this in mind | have some points of view for 
general discussion and also some 
specific recommendations. 


Concern With The Current Situation 


Over the past two years | have 
observed an increase in the training load 
placed upon CFSEME. The number of 
students has been on the increase for 
some time and looks set to remain high. 
Concurrently, as courses have in almost 
all cases, increased in length, the 
training load has been getting greater on 
the instructors we have. Whilst the 
future will cause us to switch our focus 
from the high intensity QL3 training 
currently ongoing, to QL5 and OSQs 
within 18 months, the overall training 
load remains unacceptably high. 
Attempts to obtain incremental staff from 
the regular and reserve force for peak 
periods have helped somewhat but in the 
main has proved to be inadequate 
compensation. The increasing 
complexity of technology within our 
trades is causing an increase in the 
training bill, resulting in increasing 
course lengths. For example the Veh 
Tech QL3 (Regular) has recently 
increased from 118 training days to 
approximately 180, while the QL3 
(Reserves) is increasing from 60 to120 
training days. Already we hear feed 
back from reserve COs asking for the 
reserve courses to be cut in half to allow 
a reserve vehicle technician to complete 
half of his training one summer and the 
remainder the next. Such an increase in 
training has an impact and there are 
limits to how much training a technician 
should have. The introduction of the 
LAVIII, the M113 Life Extension (LE) and 
the Leopard C2 turret are current 
examples of new equipment's with a high 
degree of technological advance that 
demand a very significant increase in 
training, thus placing a further strain on 
the Branch's resources. 

We concurrently have increasing 
pressure to find alternative means of 
delivering training, ADM HR (Mil) has 
stated that the training organizations are 
ripe for Alternative Service Delivery 
(ASD). We should therefore expect to 
see civilians augment, and in some 
cases replace, certain functional areas 


of CFRETS training organisations which 
includes CFSEME. | thus believe that 
we should be proactive in meeting the 
challenge of change and unless we are 
part of the change process, this change 
will be forced upon us without the 
Branch's input. 


Train For War 


| firmly believe in the old adage "The 
duty of every soldier in peace time is to 
train for war". The thrust of this statement 
means that the focus of what we do in 
peacetime should prepare us for war. 
War in this context should currently 
include operations in support of the 
UN/NATO such as peacekeeping. With 
this in mind | often wonder why energy 
(read manpower, resources and funding) 
is invested in certain functional areas of 
the Branch. As maintainers we should 
focus on providing technical support to 
battle winning equipment, this means 
technical support, which can not be 
provided by a civilian contractor during 
hostilities. One thus has to question why 
we train in certain functional areas of our 
occupations. For example what military 
purpose does refinishing serve or the 
skilful use of a sewing machine? A patch 
painted AFV will perform just as well as 
one with a good paint job and as tentage 
is not subject to forward repair why do we 
take so long to train our Mat Techs in 
these demanding skills. The technical 
portion of Mat Tech QL3 trg is currently 
11 months long, the longest of all the four 
EME MOCs. Also why do we train 
vehicle technicians to repair civilian 
pattern vehicles? This is desirable 
training indeed however they are areas 
of our repair function which | believe 
could be given up without any noticeable 
degradation of the fighting capability of 
the CF. 


Reshaping Scope of Trades 


It is my personal opinion that the 
EME Branch should focus on "keeping 
the punch in the CF fist" with a sharp 
focus on Land equipment, concentrating 
on elements of the occupations, which 
are directly linked to enhancing fighting 
power. | consider it prudent and 
proactive to move away from areas, 
which perhaps for historical reasons 
remain, but which serve little military 
purpose. For example, | think material 
technicians should remove from their 
occupation all sewing machine activities, 
refinishing (less basic hand finishing 
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techniques) and advanced machining 
and refocus on skills needed to maintain 
SMP Vehicles in battleworthy condition. 
Vehicle technicians should shift in focus 
to SMP vehicles and equipments, 
touching only briefly on civilian pattern 
equipments; even then | surmise that the 
occupation covers too wide a range of 
technology and should be split into two 
sub occupations (more about which 
later). Why do we train vehicle 
technicians in repair techniques, which 
are performed solely at non-deployable 
units such as Base Maintenance units 
and 202 Workshop in Montreal. These 
functions could be given up to create the 
capacity to employ highly trained vehicle 
technicians where they are needed 
which is in first and second line units. 
Why is equipment maintenance in the 
reserve force is not always given the 
priority that perhaps it deserves. Could 
we not employ more regular force 
personnel in support of the reserve force 
to help bridge the gap between the 
regulars and the reserves in keeping with 
the "Total Force" concept and provide a 
source of continuity and enhanced 
equipment availability? 

A proposal | hereby put forward for 
discussion for the future of the Vehicle 
Technician is to develop two sub trades 
namely Vehicle Technician (A) and the 
Vehicle Technician (B) (this may seem 
like reinventing the wheel to some 
seasoned technicians). There should be 
a significant overlap in trade ability but 
each one would retain a special ability to 
work on specific equipments as shown 
below. In adopting this approach, the 
length of training each technician 
receives would be much as it is now (with 
some reduction as a result of removing 
civilian pattern vehicles) but the latter 
part of the QL3 and QL5 would focus on 
subjects specific to each trade. This 
would reduce the need for technicians to 
return to CFSEME for most OSQs, and 
provide technicians with overlapping 
capability and thus employability. From 
a career management perspective each 
vehicle technician position would be 
annotated Vehicle Technician (A), 
Vehicle Technician (B) or Vehicle 
Technician (Unspec). The latter could of 
course employ technicians from either 
sub trade. Atthe supervisor level (QL6a) 
the trade knowledge imbalance would be 
largely rectified to permit supervisors 
and managers to be able to perform in 
either area.

AND WELL IN NEW ZEALAND

e were part of Canada New 
Zealand Exchange 2000 
(CaNZEx) from 15 Aug until 22 


Oct 00. The two of us wee warmly 
welcomed by our EME brothers; but were 
sad to learn that the RNZEME lost the 
Horse in December 1996. Their Army had 
re-badged all Service support trades into 
a Log Regt. The new badge is the 
Southern Cross constellation on a blue 
background surrounded by a crown and 
wreath. 

Upon arriving in NZ, we were met by 
Sgt R. Anderson, S3 Trg, mastermind of 
our NZ itinerary, travel agent and solver of 
problems. We were welcomed to 2 Log 
Bn by LCol Proctor, Co of the unit. Our 
orders were to view how business was 
done in the NZ Army as well as to see as 
much of the country as possible. All 
members of this HQ praised the Log Bn 
concept including the RSM (a Vehicle 
Mechanic) and the OC 2 Field Workshop. 
Needless to say, we felt that the EME spirit 
had been lost. 

This fear was put to rest on entering 
the Workshop's canteen, The EME Fix 
Club. In their heart's, they are still 
RNZEME. They seem to be the only 
disbanded NZ Corps that will not let go of 
their heritage. The current craftsmen 
continue to be instilled with the espirit de 
corps, ethics and history of their EME 
predecessors. 

The Workshop's welcoming 
committee consisted of the Primary 
Workshop Foreman (PWF), WO1 George 
Carruth (their ET) and the Motor Transport 
WO, WO1 Mike Diamond (Prod O). In 
addition, we met out primary escort and 
social director, Sgt Carlwyn Dewes. 

The first week consisted of an 
introduction to Camp Linton and 
preparing a Power Point familiarization 
package on the LAV III. This presentation 
was based on the presentations of MWO 
Eric Shiek and MCpl Reg Waugh. Our 
first presentation was to 2 Field Workshop 
and proved so successful that we were 
asked to present it to all EME 
organizations around the country. We 
also presented the LAV presentation to 
Directorate Fleet Army Management 
(DFAM), Log Exec HQ and the Queen 
Alexander Mounted Rifles in Waiouru. 

The reason for the presentation was 
to stimulate interest in the junior NCO's for 
the new technology they were about to 
receive, as well as inform staff officers of 
the logistical change required in 
supporting a mechanized infantry unit. 


The presentation consisted of a general 
introduction and orientation of the LAV 
and a brief description of IPT and RAMD 
testing that took place in Wainwright, 
Alberta as part of the purchase agreement 
of the LAV III. Technical failure reports as 
well as commonly found faults were 
covered in the maintenance of an 





armoured wheeled vehicle was 
discussed. In total the briefing was about 
one and a half hours with a question 
period at the end. 

Week two we travelled to Trentham 
Camp where we visited Trades Training 
School (Engineering Wing) as well as 
DFAM at Log Exec HQ. We met with the 
LAV Project Officer Capt K. Hawley and 
his staff WO1 George Purvis (VM), 
W01 Bruce Allen (EIR) and WO1Noel 
Leggett (Wpns). We discussed maint 
support required for the LAV, technical 
training to upgrade technicians in LAV 
repairs and problems encountered 
during the fielding of LAV II and LAV III 
in the CF. We also took time to visit the 
city of Wellington and the National 
Museum Te Papa; which was our first 
introduction to the Maori culture. 

Week three found us in blustery 
Waiouru, the main NZ Army training 
area (their Wainwright). At 4 Log Bn 
and 4 Field Workshop we inspected 
and passed on technical advice of 
work areas and hoist specifications for 
turret and pack pulls on the LAV. After our 
Lav briefing to the armoured regiment we 
were able to answer all technical 
questions with the exception of ballistics 
and armour survivability. We also visited 
the National War Museum, Taupo, Huka 
Falls and Mt Ruapehu. 

Week four found us flying into 
Christchurch and travelling to Burnham 
Camp for a two-week stay in the South 
Island. Maj DawdellA/CO of 3 Log Bn and 
PWF John Berry of 3 Field Workshop 
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welcomed us to the unit. Again we viewed 
facilities planned for LAV repairs and 
assisted in providing as much technical 
information as we could. We were 
escorted on a tour of the Island's 
attractions; Hamner Springs, Dunedin, 
Queenstown, and Mt Cook. This was an 
excellent treat, which gave us the 
opportunity to view the beautiful 
countryside as well as NZ culture. We 
were introduced to sheep shearing and 
NZ's involvement as the gateway to the 
Antarctic. 

We started week six with an exciting 
plane trip; which found us landing for a 
stop over in Wellington during a 
windstorm. I'm sure this experience took 
years of our lives through pure fear. Our 
hats off to the NZ Air Force pilots for an 
outstanding landing. We finally arrived in 
Hobsonville AFB to be met by SSgt Jock 
MacCauley who would be our guide 
around Auckland. Our week started with 
a tour of the SAS maint facilities and the 
Auckland Territorial Force (Militia) 
workshop. Next was an exciting day on 
the Range putting some rounds down 
range with the Sauger 9mm pistol (P226), 
MP5 and the SMG with a silencer 
attached. This was probably a once ina 
lifetime experience for us both. 





The week was cut short, as we had to 
be back in Linton for the most important 
function of our visit, the "EME Mafia ball". 
This is an annual event to celebrate the 
EME branch and its accomplishments in 
NZ. The theme of the evening was the 
70's and everyone dressing up. By the 
time we got to the costume shop all that 
was left was a couple of safari suites, 
sorry no picture available, thank god. It 
was an impressive ent to see the pride 
they had in the horse since losing it in 
1996; and event similar to what happened 
to our branch back in 1973 with the 
amalgamation of tri service. Through out 
this exchange we reminded them that it 
took the Canadian EME Branch nearly 
twenty years to get the Hose back. 

In conclusion, we are taking away the 
following information from the NZ Army; 
which we feel will improve the Canadian 
EME branch. Their: 


a. simplified version of time 
accounting as well as a better 
work order reporting program; 


b. maintaining of industry 
standards with all technical 
training. All of their technicians 
go to a civilian technical college 
for trades training and complete 
an accredited apprenticeship; 


c. philosophy that recovery is a 
branch responsibility and should 





be performed by all trades; 


d. cohesive work relationships in 
east Timor that has seen the 
operation of the tire repair facility 
performed by the armours. This 
allowed for a more equal 
distribution of the sections 
workload within the workshop; 
and 


e. cross training of techs in turret 
gunner and heavy weapons. 
The EME Battle School could 
include this as part of the MRT 
commander's course to improve 
the techs understanding of how 
equipment is used and to allow 
more employment flexibility on 
operational deployments. 


The LAV Ill has presented an 
opportunity for the EME Branch, in 
particular CFSEME, to become more 
involved with CANZEX. This would bring 
more recognition internationally to the 
Canadian EME Branch as well as assist 
the NZ technicians in preparing to receive 
the LAV III.

the third serial of the Senior Officer 
Qualifying Course (SOQC) from 26 Apr to 
26 May 00. Course members included 
officers from NDHQ, staff and field 
appointments. The aim of the SOQC is to 
prepare EME Majs and Capts for 
employment in selected staff and line 
positions whose function is to provide 
Equipment Management Support to their 
commanders. This "conversion" course 
was broken into two distinct modules with 
the first focussing on LEMS and 
sustainment doctrine/operations 
(Performance Objectives (POs) 401 and 
402) and the second portion (POs 403 to 
407) focussing on resource management, 
equipment program management (EPM), 
project management, engineering 
management and equipment support 
management. Through the accreditation 
process outlined in the EME Branch 
Advisor's Communiqué 03/98, members 
attended the specific portion of the course 
for which they were not yet qualified. 
Under the guidance of Maj Craig 
Moore and ably assisted by Capt Kirk 
Smith, CFSEME Ops O, students 
attending the first week of the course were 
brought up to speed on the latest CSS 
doctrine including the four sustainment 
systems and were introduced to the 
Electronic Battle Box (EBB) and X Allied 
Corps. Students were also assigned an 
exercise dealing with the siting of a 
Brigade Support Area (BSA). The 
remainder of the students then arrived for 
week two and the entire course was 


guided by Maj Scott Kennedy who had the 
distinction of attempting to influence the 
younger officers on EPM concepts and 
controlling and soliciting the opinions of 
the more senior students. Through a 
combination of guest lecturers, 
discussions and group assignments, 
SOQC students were familiarized with 
software tools such as Microsoft Project 
and were introduced, among others, to 
the concepts and principles of Integrated 
Logistics Support (ILS), Logistics Support 
Analysis (LSA), configuration 
management, technical procurement and 
Tailored Weapons System Support 
(TWSS). This course benefited 
enormously by having fellow EME peers 
from the DGLEPM staff provide briefings 
on LAV 3 (LCol Temple), TCCCS (Maj 
Alain Beaulieu) and Tracked LAV (Maj 
Kelby Hamilton), who have acquired 
actual experience in equipment 
acquisition and support issues. In 
addition, Subject Matter Experts such as 
Maj Caroline Beaulieu (ILS), Maj Donna 
Wood (ILS/LEMS IT Tools) and Maj lan 
Somerville (Test and Evaluation) provided 
updates and personal experiences on 
issues of concern. 

Course members were afforded the 
luxury from their busy schedule to 
participate in Ex BLUEBELL held on 12 
May where old acquaintances were 
renewed particularly at the Mess Dinner 
held that evening. The day prior, course 
members were honoured to have the 
opportunity for a group discussion with the 
DGLEPM, BGen Brewer, the EME Branch 
Advisor, Col Gillespie and the EME Col 
Cmdt, Col Johnston, on EME issues of 
note including the CS/GS Split and EME 
Reserves. In addition, course members 


were able to renew acquaintances and 
share war stories with CFSEME staff 
during the EME Branch Birthday 
celebrations held on 15 May. Two sports 
afternoons were conducted where it 
became blatantly obvious as to which of 
the students were actually involved in a 
PT program. | am happy to report that no 
major injuries were sustained. Ultimately, 
the course concluded with four syndicate 
presentations to the EME Branch Advisor, 
Cmdt CFSEME and course Directing Staff 
on the equipment support aspects dealing 
with the fielding of LAV Recce, TCCCS, 
tactical generators and TUA for an 
additional Armoured Battle Group 
deployment to Bosnia. 

The future bodes well for the SOQC. 
This course has been transformed 
substantially from the first "conversion" 
course conducted in the fall of 1998 and 
will undergo a name change to the EME 
Advanced Officers Crse (EAOC) for 
steady state, which is currently planned 
for FY % CFSEME and key DGLEPM 
staffs continue to develop the course 
based on the various course critiques and 
EPM initiatives and this is currently in 
implementation. CFSEME's intent is to 
eventually deliver portions of the course 
through distance learning which will 
reduce the amount of time students will be 
required to be at CFSEME. The next and 
last SOQC "conversion" is being planned 
for the Nov/Dec timeframe and it is 
expected that all remaining "veteran" 
Majors and deserving young and old 
Captains will get the nod to attend 
CFSEME for their chance at receiving the 
43Y qualification. ARTE ET MARTE!

The RCEME Association lost a good friend when Fred Chess 
passed away suddenly on 10 October 2000. At 77 years 
old, he was practicing with his old-timers hockey team at the 
time. 


In 1939, Fred was a soldier in the Lincoln and Welland 
Regiment and mobilized to active service with them at the 
outbreak of WWII. This gave him the opportunity to upgrade 
his skills, initially with signals courses, and then with one of 
the early courses on the use of radar. He joined the 
Australian draft as a Radar Technician and spent some of the 
War years there. After the War, Fred remained with the 
RCEME Corp. for about 12 years, primarily in Kingston, 
Ontario. During this time, he completed an Engineering 
degree at Queen’s University, and received his commission. 


Although Fred left the Canadian Army in 1957, he never 
completely left the military environment. Initially he did 
systems work on the ill-fated AVROE Arrow in Montreal. 
Later, his work with RCA and the Mitre Corporation involved 
the links between the military and the developing computer 
industry. This work took him to live in many locations 
including two BMEWS sites, Thule Greenland and Alaska; the 
NORAD site in Colorado Springs; and CINCPAC in Oahu, 
Hawaii. No matter where Fred and his family lived, they 
always maintained contacts with their RCEME and RADAR 
friends. 


In every location, Fred and his family were involved with 
sports and activities - horse-back riding, skiing, sailing and 
surfing; but hockey was Dad’s sport alone and he always 
managed to find a rink and some buddies to play with.

His involvement with old-timers hockey teams also grew, 
notably in trips to the Charles Schulz Snoopy Tournaments in 
Santa Rosa, California and in organizing their own 
tournament in Victoria.
